News to Bundesen, He Says. 

“This is certainly news to me,” was 
Dr. Bundesen’s comment ‘when in- 
formed of his dismissal. “ It comes out 
of a clear sky. All I have to say is 
that I want to thank Mayor Thompson 
for the opportunity he has given me to 
hold this high office and I promise to 
give the new commissioner any as- 
sistance I can.” | 

Asked regarding his plans for the 
future, Dr. Bundesen said so far he 
had made none. He refused to issue 
a statement concerning his record as 
commissioner, explaining that “it 
ought to speak for itself.” 5 

The ‘new commissioner, before his 
appointment yesterday, had never 
held a public or executive office of 
any kind. He is married, lives at 540 
Briar place, and has an office at 30 
North Michigan avenue. He has prac- 
ticed in Chicago since 1922, special- 
izing in surgery. He is a son of the 
Rev. A. H. Kegel, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church at Connersville, 
Ind.

WHAT TO DO WITH . 
THE PHILIPPINES? 


" Manuel Quezon, president of the Philippine sen- 
ate, and Senator Sergio Osmena are in the United 
States to discuss with the American government 
the immediate future of the islands and in a 
larger way with the American people its ulti- 
mate future. In a Chicago speech. Mr. Quezon 
Gefined what he presented as the general aspira- 
tions, aims, hopes, and plans: of the Filipino 
People. He is a capable man and an effective 
In the main, he thought, there were two courses 
either of which the United States might take and 
satisfy the people. One was complete independ- 
‘ence with Filipino responsibility for whatever oc- 
curred whether it would be good or bad. The 
other was some such relation as the United States 
maintains with Cuba, giving the Filipinos entire 
gontrol of their government and affairs without 
supervision and giving the Unjted States prefer- 
ential trade and military bases such as would 
favor its position in the far east. * 
Of the two procedures Mr. Quezon thought the 
‘Filipinos would prefer the former regardless of 
consequences but would be satisfied with the: 
latter. They did not want to be subjects. They did. 
mot want to be wards or regarded as incompetents. 
They did not want even a more comfortable place 
fn life if the price was a concession of their un- 
fitness to govern themselves. It stamped them as 
inferior and that was a hard thing for pride to 
endure. It would leave them longing for what 
to them would be a better life, freedom, self-re- 
gpect, their liberty: to make their own mistakes, 
the emotion of being unfettered, free and national 
in their own right. 
With such aspirations the American people 
ought to have more sympathy than could be found 
elsewhere and it. is likely they have.

ELECTRIFICATION PAYS. 

The Illinois Central’s suburban service has 
shown 4 profit of $530,000 in the year since elec- 
trification; before that the service was operated | 
at a loss. The figures were presented to the/ 
American Institute of Electrical Engineers, meet- 
ing in Chicago, by William M. Vandersluis, one 
of the railroad’s engineers, 

The change from steam to electricity was cost- 
ly. -Tracks had to be relaid, all the old cars and 
locomotives replaced with more expensive equip- 
ment, trolleys strung, stations redesigned. The 
cost of the new cars ajone is carried on the Qooks 
at $10,000,000 and the suburban service in all 
is charged with $23,500,000. The fixed charges 
against the suburban lines are far heavier now 
than in the days of steam; Mr. Vandergluis’ fig- 
ures show that in spite of this, the, sérvice is 
far more profitable than it was before the change 
was made. In the last year of steam operation 
the books showed not a profit but a deficit of 
$340,000. 


The profit was achieved through some lowering 
of operating costs but principally through in- 
creased patronage, Communities which were static 
for years have expanded phenomenally since elec- 
trification. In addition, patrons have been won 
away from rival services necause the Illinois Cen- 
tral provides by far the cleanest, speediest and 
most comfortable transportation the south side, | 
or any other section of the city, has ever known. 
Mr. Vandersluis left no doubt as to the increased 
patronage. In 1926 the Illinois Central operated 
398 trains daily; today the number has been ‘in- 
creased to 5656, 

How rapidly the service is gaining in earnings 
is. suggested by the fact that so recently as last 
August, Prasident Downs of the railroad esti- 
That 
estimate, Mr. Vandersluis’ figures indicate, will 
be exceeded by $130,000, more than 30 per cent. 

In the face of this showing it is astonishing | 
that other railroads providing suburban serv- 
ice, particularly the Northwestern, the Burlington, 
and the Rock Island, are|taking no steps to fol- 
low the Illinois Central’s \eadership, Of all the 
icago zone, only the 
Illinois Central's is admittedly profitable and only 
the Illinois Central’s is elgctrified. Credit condi- 
tions were never more favorable for making a 
large capital expenditure than af present. The 
approval recently given to plans for the develop-. 
ment of air rights opens a new vista of profit 
from electrification. The presumption is no longer 
in favor of steam, Railroad directors in possession 
of these facts ought certainly to demand from 
their executives an explanation of the refusal to 
undertake or even recommend an investment as 
profitable as electrification has shown itself to be. 


SOUND MILITARY TRAINING. 


A student graduating successfully from the 
R. O. T. C,, as the courses are taught in univer- 
sities where inquiry has been made, is qualified 
to command an infantry platoon. or an artillery 
section.

tion of the Chicago flood control éon- 
ference and presented a review of 
health conditions in the fivo@ed areas 
before Congressman Reid’s committee 
in Washington D. C. 

In taking the position of Dr. 
Dr. Kegel will step into 
what is regarded as not only one of 
the largest but one of the best man- 
aged health departments in the world. 

During the Bundesen régime, it was 
pointed out, the powers of the health 
commissioner have been materially 
curtailed by the transfer of several im- 
portant hd@alth department activities to 
other departments. Tuberculosis con- 
trol was placed under the municipal 
tuberculosis sanitarium board, water 
analysis under the department of pub- 
lic works, and plumbing inspection 
under the building department. The 
latest transfer was that of the smoke 
abatement bureau to the boil in- 
spection department. t 

Bundesen Appointed in 1922. 

The outgoing health chief is 45 years 
old. Six years ago he was a consult- 
ing physician in the health depart- 
ment and was named commissioner in 
April, 1922, to succeed Dr. John Dill 
Robertson, now president of the west 
park board. He was reappointed by 
former Mayor Dever in 1923, serving 
throughout the Dever administration 
and, since last April, under the new 
Thompson régime. : 

He was recently elected president of 
the Public Health associa- 
tion. 

It ig known that Dr. Bundesen has 
recently had at \least two attractive 
prospects for another executive office,

ganization, and another as health edi- 
tor of a Chicago newspaper. He ¢x- 
plained last night that he had not had 
time to consider which one, if either, 
he will take, but indicated that he will 
not: return to private practice. 
Dr. Kegel, in an interview, compll- 
mented his predecessor on his suc- 
cesses and made it clear that he will 
make no immediate changes in the 
Bundesen policies. : 
“For the present my purpose will 
be to keep the health department up 
to its present high standards,” he said. 
“There will be no immediate changes 
in personnel, although if the mayor 
wishes to have any of his friends 
placed in the department I shall try 
to cotperate. Thus far, however, he 
has offered no advice as to what I 
should do, and I take it that he is 
going to give me free rein to do as I 
like.” 
Discussing the various phases of the 
department’s activities, the new com- 
missioner said that he considered most 
{Important the cultivation of an esprit 
de corps among the physicians of the 


city. 

“The doctors are the real guardians 
of Chicago’s health, and I hope to make 
the department an asset to them,” he 
asserted. ‘“‘I expect to call on them 
often, perhaps establishing a physicans’ 
advisory council. I certainly will try. 
to get the best talent among them as 
my assistants.” 

To Take Up Housing Problem. — 

Special emphasis, Dr. Kegel said, 
will be. placed on a solution of the 
housing “problem, prevention’ of chil- 
dren’s diseases by educational health 
work in the schools, and the continued 
reduction of infant mortality, espe- 
cially in the colored district. Asked his 
attitude on the smoke evil, he declared 
that it should be eliminatd as quickly 
as possible. 

* However, I am not In favor of put- 
ting every smoke violator in jail but 
rather of teaching him how to fire his 
furnace smokelessly,” Dr. Kegel said. 

Dr. Kegel added that he will “ back 
up to the limit’ the ordinance ob- 
tained by Dr. Bundesen requiring that 
all cattle producing milk sold in Chi- 
cago be tuberculin tested.

TRY SELLER OF 
FRUIT JUICE FOR 
LAW PLOT 


Indianapolis, Ind, Nov. 80 
Standing squarely upon its interpreta- 
tion of certain sections of the Vol- 
stead act, the defense in the Vine- 
yards liquor conspiracy case rested 
today without undertaking to contro- 
vert any essential fact of the gov- 
ernment’s case of prima facie evi- 
dence. 

The legal theory upon which the 
government relies is that by selling 
unfermented fruit juices which, under 

normal circumstances, would ferment 
and produce a liquid of unlawful als 
coholic content, the four defendants 
conspired to violate the sections of the 
Volstead act which forbid the manu- 
facture, transportation, and sale of 
liquors containing more than one-half 
of 1 per cent alcohol by volume. 

The government takes the position 
that, ever, though the carefully re- 
frigerated juice was of lawful alco- 
holic content when in the defendants’ 
possession, they sold it with the knowl- 
edge it would ferment and with the 


basis of its fermentation. 
. Counsel 
upon the twenty-ninth section of the 
Volstead law, which, they say, has 
been construed to permit the use of 
fruit juices within the home even 
though they ferment and attain an 
alcoholic content in excess of one-half 
of 1 per cent by volume.

The Supreme Court of the United States has 
defined a standard of conduct for motorists and 
others to follow for their own safety when crossing 
It is contained in the following. | 
extract from a recent decision of that court: = 


“When a man goes upon a railroad track he | 
knows that he goes to a place where he will be killed 


whether a train is dangerously near he must stop and 
get ont of his vehicle, although obviousty he will not 
often be required to do more than to stop and look 

It seems to us that if he relies upon not hearing the 
train or any signal and takes no further precaution 


The decision in this case was that the railroad 
was not responsible for and should not have to pay 
damages for the death of a motorist that was caused 
by his failure to follow this standard of conduct. 


Such a conclusion is logical. Railway tracks are 
the nation’s great highways of commerce and travel, 
and it is imperative that trains run on them at high _ ||! 
speed and on schedule. Since these trains obviously 
cannot be stopped at highway crossings to let 
motorists and others get out of the way, it is there- 

fore necessary for those who cross the tracks to be 
: on the look-out for their own safety. The decision | 
of the Supreme Court leaves no foom for. soph, on
